DISPUTE OVER DOCUMENTATION PROCEDURES FOR NON-US EMPLOYEES 
ON US MILITARY TRAINS. THEY WERE SUBSEQUENTLY BRIEFED ON 
CURRENT DOCUMENTATION PROCEDURES. 

(35 IN RESPONSE TO REQUEST FOR BROAD APPRAISAL REGARDING 
EAST GERMAN- VS -SO VIET ATTITUDE ON BERLIN, THE SUBCOMMITTEE WAS

PORTION OF THE BUDGET WERE THEN GIVEN GENERALLY WITHOUT 
COMMENT. IT WAS EXPLAINED THAT DM BUDGET WAS NEGOTIATED 

WITH WEST GERMAN GOVERNMENT. 

(11) IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION CONCERNING FUNDING OF 
TEMPELHOF CENTRAL AIRPORT, SUBCOMMITTEE WAS INFORMED THAT 
THE AIR FORCE HAS SEPARATE OPERATING BUDGET. 

(12) SUBCOMMITTEE WAS INFORMED THAT BRITISH AND FRENCH 
MILITARY GARRISON CONSISTED OF APPROXIMATELY 3300 BRITISH 
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AND 2300 FRENCH MILITARY. THIS TOPIC WAS NOT PURSUED IN 

DETAIL. 

(13) SUBCOMMITTEE RAISED QUESTION REGARDING AMOUNT OF 
SUPPORT, IF ANY, THAT EAST GERMANS PROVIDE TO GSFG AND. 
PROVISIONS FOR RECIPROCITY. HAVING BEEN ALERTED THAT THIS 
QUESTION WOULD BE RAISED, THE MISSION HAD RESEARCHED THE 
SUBJECT AND WAS UNABLE TO DISCOVER ANY FIRM INFORMATION ' 
REGARDING "OFF-SET" OR ANY OTHER SIMILAR ARRANGEMENTS. 
THIS WAS ESSENTIALLY ANSWER GIVEN TO SUBCOMMITTEE,, 
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(14) SUBCOMMITTEE RAISED SEVERAL QUESTIONS REGARDING 
U.S. TROOP LEVEL HERE. PRINCIPALLY, REACTION OF 
BERLINERS WHEN TROOP STRENGTH WAS LAST REDUCED; E FFECT OF 
TEMPORARY ABSENCES OF FORCES TRAINING IN FRG; AND REACTION 
OF BERLINERS TO ANY FURTHER U.S. TROOP REDUCTION. THEY 
WERE INFORMED THAT LAST MAJOR REDUCTION OF TROOPS ACTUALLY 
WAS ACCOMPLISHED ONLY AFTER PERIOD OF TENSION FOLLOWING THE 
I9S1 "WALL" SITUATION HAD SUBSIDED. AND DRAW-DOWN ONLY 
INVOLVED TROOP FORMATIONS (THE BATALLION) WHICH HAD BEEN 
BROUGHT TO BERLIN IN AUGUST 1961 EMERGENCY PERIOD SUB- 
COMMITTEE WAS INFORMED THAT TEMPORARY ABSENCE OF TACTICAL 
UNITS WAS RIGIDLY CONTROLLED, AND PLANS EXIST FOR 
THEIR RAPID RETURN TO BERLIN. WITH REGARD TO ANY FUTURE 
REDUCTION IN U.S. STRENGTH, SUBCOMMITTEE WAS INFORMED BY 
COMMANDERS PRESENT THAT MILITARY MISSION, THE VISIBLE 
IK OOP PRESENCE AND NEED FOR A SIZE FORCE WHICH COULD PROVIDE 
MEANINGFUL DETERRENT TO SWEEPING TAKE-OVER OR "FAIT ACC0MP1 T' 
PRECLUDED ANY FORCE REDUCTION. IT WAS ALSO POINTED OUT THAT 
FROM ACADEMIC VIEW FORCES AVAILABLE COULD ONLY ACCOMPLISH 
SCREENING TYPE MISSION AROUND ENTIRE PERIMETER. MINISTER 
MORRIS ADDED THAT ANY FUTURE REDUCTION WOULD PROVOKE A 
SIGNIFICANT NEGATIVE REACTION BY THE WEST BERLIN POPULATION. 
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(15) SUBCOMMITTEE ASKED THE CALIBER OF ORGANIC 
ARTILLERY AND WHETHER OR NOT IT HAD A NUCLEAR CAPABILITY,, 

THERE WERE GIVEN SIZE OF HOWITZERS (105MM SP) AND THE FACT THAT 
IT WAS NOT NUCLEAR CAPABLE .
